Ballroom Transformed 
For 4-day Campaign 

McGill's blood clinic opens today. 

The Union Ballroom has been 
transformed into Ibe^ headquarters 
for "the temporary-^ clinic which 
hopes to .take care of' 350 student 
donors a day. The Ballroom will 
be open Monday, Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Thursday of this week be- 
tween the hours of 10 a^m. to . 2 
p.m. and 2.45 p.m. to 5 p.m. 

Mrs. R. B. Shaw provincial Eng- 
lish director of the Blood Donor 
Panel, has stressed the fact that it 
is not necessary for students to 
have appointments to donate their 
blood. If the -lineup is too large 
and some of the siudenta haye no 
time to wait becaiise 'ot lectures, 
Mrs. Shaw has said that she will 
try to arrange to have them put 
right through so that they will not 
be late. 

Each student who donates blood 
will later be mailed a card giving 
his blood grouping and R.H. fac- 
tor. This card serves a useful pur- 
pose In that if the student is ever 
In ah accident it enables doctors ta 
tell his type of blood immediately. 
Otherwise, it takes nearly two 
hours to . determine one's blood 
grouping, 

A haemoglobin test Is also given 
to each student before he donates 
his blood& This is one of the series 
of cautions taken to protect the 
donors. Only those between^ the 
ages ot 18 and 65 can give blood! 

Blood transfusions were not in 
common use before the last war. 
This is one of the reasons that the 
number of . World Var II. casuadties 
were so low compared to. the: num- 
ber in World War I. MriV'Shrlv 
cited as an example the fact that 
while 75 per cent of all abdominal 
wound patients died in the First 
World War, flO ipert. cent recovered 
in the lastwwS'î

Thirty-two hospitals arc depend- 
ing on. McGill this week for their 
blood supplies. 

Fourteen hundred McGill stu- 
dents, ' each donating about ^1 
ounces . of . blood,.iwill- supply . the 
1,000 pints needed for -these hospo- 
titls which are ' scatteredV through 
Quebec Province, from St.'Marj^'s 
River westward to the Ontario bor- 
der. Two thousand donors per 
week would be needed ° to supply 
all of Quebec, 

The Blood Clinic set up In the 
Union Ballroom la one - of many 
temporary . clinics, each one operat- 
ing at a different time in order to 
satisfy (he continuous need for 
blood. As blood can only be kept 
for 21 days, the Red Cross has to 
operate separate clinics each week, 
30 that the Blood Bank wilt not 
be . short. . It by any chance the 
blood is not used within two weeks, 
is is turned into plasma. 

Student a Minute 

The McGill Clinic, with its staff 
of about 25, Is able to handle. 350 
students a day, or one a minute. 
The whole process of giving blood 
takegVaitljttleiover half ah hour. 

■râ'^Red^Cross plans to set up 
other clinics at McGill later on in 
the year, wjth a ' total .objective ot 
<,000 donors for the series of cllni* 
ics. Macdonald College ' has also 
been canvassed,; where ovër 50 per 
cent ot the stiidcnt body donatcf 
blood, and a.-cllnlc is. planned for 
Dawson College later on in Novem- 
ber. The objective set for Dawson 
Is 250 . donors. . 

Anaesthetic Given 

Something new has been added 
to the McGill clinic which sets it 
apart from the Red Cross' perma- 
nent clinic and others held previ- 
ously. This Is the Introduction of ' a 
local anaesthetic so that the donor 
will feel' nothing after the 'slight 
pinprick needed to give the ana' 
esthetic. 

."There Is also no reaction after 
wards, except perhaps hunger," 
s.iid Mrs. R. H. Shaw, Provincial 
English Director of the Blood Donor 
Panel, who admitted that she al- 
ways feels like something to eat 
after she has given a pint of blood. 
The Red Cross is supplying coffee, 
coke, and dohuts to the studenti so 
that nonc should suffer. ' ' 

Whcp blood Is taken from' a 
donor. It is Jmmcdliteiy mixed with 
an antl-coagulant 'solution to pré- 
vînt the 'blood from clotting. The 
blcod is transported to a Red Cross 
laboratory where 40 test tubes and 
nearly ', two hours are needed to 
test each sample. 

The donor gives only one 
twentieth of the total amount of 
hb blood. The body can replace this 
amount within twenty-four hours, 
Great Response 

Blood Clinics similar to the one 
at McGill have been set up at uni- 
versities in Alberta. British Colum- 
bia, and the Maritimes. In nearly 
all of these centers, over half, of 
the total student enrolment has 
responded.

My attention has bccnvdi-aVh to 
an editorial in the McGlll'bally de- 
nouncing me for publishing In the 
Montreal Gazette an accurate list 
of the twelve Canadian youth or- 
ganizations that wore officially rep- 
resented in August 1049 at the 
"World ■ Youth Festival", held, In 
Budapest under the auspices of 
the Communist Wqrld'Fcderation of 
Democratic Youth and entertained 
with lavish hospitality by the Com- 
munist dictatorship In Hungary. 
Eleven' o( the organizations that 
went from Canada were Commun- 
ist; the twelftiis was the Student 
Christian Movement. For the in- 
clusion of Ihp S.C.M. In the galley. 
I am not to blame. It was the de- 
liberate decision of« 20 to 12 ma- 
jority of the student delegates at 
the national S.C.M. conference held 
in Guclph last May. 

Permit me (0 emphasize that I 
do not blame the S. C. M. In any 
Nova Scotia university fur this 
decision. All Nova Scotia dele- 
gates at Guclph and several from 
Ontario, the Prairies and nrlllsh 
Columbia voted against fratern- 
izing with World Communism, 
The Acadia S. c' 91., like Cacscr's 
wife. Is' above suspicion. Its In- 
fluence has been consistently 
good and I liopc that It may con- 
tinue to flourish on the campus 
with the loyal support of our en- 
tire student body. 
. The aUitude of tbe pro-WFOY , 
majority doeis not pro\'e that even 
these other branches have p.issed 
under Communist leadership. At 
(lie very best, however, It areucs 
them almost Incredibly naive hop- 
ing to convert the liardbollcd 
goosc-stepping Red activists of 
the Festival to Christlanlly. 
.>,.H they had been Invited to join 
the Hitler- Youth Movement, to at 
tend as members a Riant Nazi youth 
rally in Berlin, and to accept the 
lavish hospitality of Adolf's bloody 
dictatorship, they would have 
drawn back In holy horror, with- 
out any pretentious resolve to take 
out Nazi membership for evangelis- 
tic reasons. Yet they now clutch 
at membership in an organization 
even more foul in character and 
even more dangerous to Canada. 

All Communists in non-Commun 
1st countries arc sworn traitors to 
their own countries and have be 
come the .'subversive agents. ;of . an 
alien tyrant. The recent ' findings 
of the American courts In a long 
and scrupulous trial merely confirm 
the evidence of a thousand Party 
documents over' the past thirty 
years.

S.C.M., delegates to Budapest fcl- 
lowsh.ippçd cheerfully with thirty 
young Communist traitors all the 
way to Hungary and back, only 
gently differing with them on such 
points as to whether or not there 
was a God or whether the U. S. A. 
was not wholly bad. By their offt 
clal membership in the Communist 
WFDY, they have helped to give 
rcspectabiilty to a traitorous world 
conspiracy. They . ha vor consented 
to be^ lavishly wined and' dined by 
the bloody dictatorship In Budapest, 
which has by Its reign of terror 
liquidated all free political parties, 
including the true Socialists and the 
^atl'^tJoiS^oldcwff^'om'e at least 
have come back from such confer 
cnccs much Impressed with the 
Nazi-llk6 "dynamism" of the hanc^' 
picked' young Red shock-brigaders 
who made up the bulk of the dele- 
gations.

In Canada refuse to. be represent- 
ed af national conferences by eag- 
er young radicals; let them rc- 
''pudiate and cancel the official S. 
C. M. membership in the lied 
Youth International and let them 
cease 'to delude themselves Into 
thinking that by fraternizing with 
traitors to Canada they are riding 
the Christian wave of, the future. 
It they clean house In this mat- 
ter, there can remain no grounds 
for criticism 'of an' otherwise ad- 
' mirabic student organization. It 
Is as simple as that. 
The McGiii editor urges that the 
S. C. M. should not be blamed any 
more than the Canadian Army,, 
whicj) ,has, ho assures .us. without 
evidence, its quota of Communists. 
But there Is no parallel. The Can- 
adian Army has not taken out of- 
ficial membership in the Soviet 
General Staff nor sent official del- 
egates to a Soviet-sponsored mili- 
tary confgcrence east of the Iron 
Curtain, with the overthrow of 
Canada : on Its agenda. 

Neither Is there any relevance in 
his invocation of the wolf-wolf 
story from Aesop.
